It may alſo be preſumed, that many, into whoſt hands this may fall, 
have not read the Letter from a Member of the Marine Society, nor the 
Motives for eſtabliſhin g the Marine Society. Theſe pages contain the mar- 
row of both, with ſuch further remarks, as the ſituation of the Society re- 
quires, and the condition of the nation by no means renders improper. © 
Piety and public love are words to which we are aft 7 fox di rferent 
ſenſes at diſferent periods of time. IF any thing can rouze atttention, the 
 devaſtations of earthquakes, war, and tempeſts, muſt excite very a 1074 
ideas of the condition of mankind. Though theſe evils Should be at a di- 
Fane, they ought to excite the deepeſt reflexion, but when they come home,

| The prefent conſtitution of governments, and the perverſeneſs of mens 
| minds; ſcem to render war unavoidable ; and the evil is the more dephrable 
5 on this very account : its apt, among other numerous calamities, to blunt 
the edge of human affetions, and burt thoſe powers, which ma digniſy 
buman nature. When the firft tranſtorts of aur joy are faft, the ſufferings 
even of our enemies ought to create a deep commiſeration in his breaſt, who 
feels as a man. How much more then ſhould the miſeries to which our 
Iri ends and fellmw-ſubjefts are expoſed, excite our OF and induce ts 
to reach out our hands to their aſſilance? 
. Whilſt I am thus meditating on the public good, it is not 1 fo | the 
Purpoſe of my beart to make a few unconnected remarks, which the Reader 
| need not apply to this pamphlet, unleſs there ſhould be occaſion ; but let him 
confider what kind of writing this is; what kind of writer it may poſſibly 
come from, and thence make ſuch general reflexions on what has already paſsd 
through his bands or may One fall into them, as his own Judgment will 
fupphy. 

The fields of virtug are more + ſpacious eas thoſe of x vice. 2 here is an 
infinite variety for entertainment, as well as inſtruction; but they ſhould 
be leſt as fair, as pure and unmolgſted as poſſible. What ſhall we ſay then 
when fome who profeſs being the guardians of the public welfare, ſo far as 
the pen can protect it, neglect the confideration of the utility of a defign, 
and dewell upon trifling defects of little or no moment; and what is worſe, 
repreſent as defects the mention of thoſe circumſtances in OW life, which 
do honor to buman nature ? 

When CR1T1Cs do not make yeh diſtinctions of different kinds of writ 
ing, nor- enter into the end and defign of a writer, nor conſequently give

fair play to the reader, tis as great a chance but they ill dd much greater 
miſchief. to the cauſe: off virtue, than they can Pai do oY to the in. 
tereſt of letters. 

Happy the man from whom proceeds all the Pleaſure, and all the 3 
tage, which can be derived from the pen ! But where is the man? Can any 
thing leſs than the powers of. inſpjration, which. are not granted us in theſe 
ages, and which never have been extended to worldly —_—— preduce this 
feet? 

. With. all deference to. ſuperiority of genius, there is ſomething.in writing © 
of a higher nature. than erudition, elegancy of ſtile, or. arrangement Y 5 
matter; for. in theſe the heart may poſſibly baue no ſhare: 

Labor, ſincerity, and a peculiar turn of thought, often ſupply the want 
of great parts; and are ſometimes more inſtrumental to the welfare of man- 
kind, than thoſe aſpiring ſpirits, who mix. the good they do, awith a 6 Sea: | 
compofition of evil. 

Common ſenſe and experience, if à man can make himſelf be under ſtood, 
entitles him to write occaſſonally; and if it were not ſo, a great deal of ile 
moſt practical and nſeful knowledge would be loft to mankind... 

Few men know the. extent of their own powers to do good or evil, till they 
they make trial of, them; nor can they tell how many different ways they may 
employ their talents uſefully : but in every part of knowledge, and in every 
Purſuit, in proportion to a.man's underſtanding, will be form true or falſe 

opinions of himſelf. | | 

Critics, like other me biaſſed by reſintments of imaginany 
injuries, or by their friendſbiß with thoſe who are intereſted in a cauſe : and 

Sometimes they take diſlike to a ſubjeft aubich they have. not examined, cr 
do not underſtand.

7 be animadverſions of critics may ar the vanity of an author who 
efteems himſelf as ſuch ; but can hardly wound the heart of the man © who | 
ads upon higher principles. 

He who cramps his genius, or checks his ar dur in purſuit of virtue ** 
the welfare of his country, merely from an awe of critics, cheriſhes his 
pride too much, and indulges his vanity too little, and ny is as de 2 
cient in courage as underſtanding. 

There is a certain decency which is due even to impiety; and it is more 
eaſy to cure this dangerous diſeaſe by lenient than corraſtve medicines. 

When honeſt minds make laborious efforts to ſupport the cauſe of truth 
and virtue, nothing but rank fanaticiſm, or groſs flupidity, can invalidate 
their claim to a decent regard, if not to ſome degree of reſpect. | 

Truly ſerious and diſpaſſionate men deſpiſe nothing: the moſt ſevere, un- 
fair, or ill-manner'd treatment is not below their conte mpt, nor can it 
ever be above their forgiveneſs; Out, in Seen to mankind, 11 demands _ 
rep doch | | 

Polite, candid and i ingenious critics deſerve honor : let them ſay what they 
will it generally inſtructs, F it does not pleaſe. But ſuch as ſhew neither 
candor nor good manners, depart from the dignity of their office : they 
run the hazard of turning the contempt deſign'd for others, upon them- 
ſelves; and frequently occaſion that very anarchy and confufion in the re- 
public of letters, which their labors ought to be calculated to prevent. 

After all that can be ſaid of books, that is the beſt, which moſt advances 
the intereſt of virtue, the welfare of our country, or the general ſervice 
of mankind, whether it will 457 the 690 4 the common rules of com- 
mon criticiſms or not.

VERY good man, whom the knowledge of your undertaking 
has reached, does, I hope, behold with equal wonder and de- 
light the rapid progreſs which you have made. Heaven ſeems 
to have eſpouſed your cauſe, The purity of your conduct, in 


an undertaking of ſo very complicated a nature, will ſurely be remem- 
bered on that day when the prince and the beggar are upon one com- 
mon level, Mercy will ſeek you in that hour, when nothing will avail 
but thoſe acts of piety, which alike enoble him who lends his mite, and 
him on whom providence has beſtowed the power to ſave a ſtate from 
ruin, Let the heart be the ſame, and he who ſearches it out will accept 


the offering. 


NoTHING can give a ſtronger proof of the good ſenſe, and national 
ſpirit, which yet remain amongſt us, than your undertaking. A deſign 
of a private nature, better calculated to call forth the ardor of the war- 
rior, the prudence of the merchant, the policy of the ſtateſman, and 
the zeal of the ſaint, can hardly be contrived. Nor, if we are true to 
ourſelves, can a ſcheme of this kind fail of producing ſome great na- 
tional improvement, which after-ages will acknowledge with pious gra- 
titude. Let the learned or experienced ſay at what period, and in what 
clime, a more beneficent, or a more political charity was eſtabliſhed.

Ws fee with joy that the Foundling-Hoſpital is become an object of 
the public care, and it will probably ſave thouſands, who would other- 
wife have been devoted to an early grave. The care of the ſick in our 
numerous hoſpitals; commiſeration of the deplorable lunatic; or of her 
who languiſhes in circumſtances moſt intereſting to the human heart: 
theſe charities, ſo long as they are well conducted, will plead our cauſe 
before the throne of heaven. 


Bur where is the hoſpital, which in ſo ſhort a time, has ſaved ſo many 
lives as your Society ? faved them from the gallows, or from a noxious 
infection; ſaved them from penury and diſeaſe; from miſery and un- 


timely death? Where is the hoſpital which guards the laws by removing 


thoſe who are moſt expoſed to the temptation of violating them ? And 
which of the public charities, however diſtinguiſhed by the moſt ſub- 


ſtantial merit, defends the rights of parents with regard to their chil- 
dren, or ſecures the apprentice to his maſter, as your Society ? 


Alps the din of arms, laws in every country are ſometimes filent; 


or neceſſity gives a legal warrant for that which could not be permitted 
without ſuch cauſe, But you ſeem to be guarded at all points. You 


aſſiſt the warrior and the merchant : you act the part of the zealous citi- 


zen, the tender parent of the poor, and the true friend of your country. 


IT is indeed a ſolid pleaſure to ſee you open a door to him who has 


no means of ſupport; to invite the wretched, who have already gone 
aſtray ; whilſt you prevent thoſe from doing miſchief, who from the na- 
ture of their fituation are moſt ſubject to become a bane to ſociety.

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Tuzse are facts which are not denied; they ſtrike with irreſiſtible 
evidence : but the good you do extends much farther. Whilſt your 
gift of clothings are a means of inducing many ſtout land-men to enter 
into the ſea- ſervice, who would not otherwiſe come, you are inſtrumen- 
tal to the having a greater choice of men, at a time when proper hands 


are ſo much wanted ; and it moſt aſſuredly helps to preſerve their lives 


till the time they can be provided with raiment on-board the King's 
ſhips, if they chuſe to take it up; for- it muſt be obſerved, as a misfor- 
tune which attends this ſervice, whether the experienced mariner, or the 


land-man who is yet unacquainted with a ſea-life, that they often ſtand 


in need of others to think for them. 


Non is it leſs obvious, that the men being thus equipped, ſet out in 
better ſpirits, and their health, as well as gratitude to their benefactors, 
muſt be an earneſt of their good behaviour in action; for whilſt it tends 


to improve their minds with a ſenſe of ſocial virtue, it muſt inſpire 
their hearts with the greater reſolution. This remark may appear as 


merely ſpeculative ; but is there a · doctrine more abſurd than that, treat 
bim how you will, a ſeaman is the ſame unthinking being? a dangerous 
doctrine, and by no means agreeable to experience: for how comes 
it to paſs that a ſeaman will riſk his life with pleaſure for one commander, 


and wiſhes to ſee another dead ?

THESE are the genuine produce of your undertaking ; but it is not 
confined here: it prevents the communicating thoſe ſtenches which ariſe 


from filthy garments, and faves the lives of men, with whom you have no 


other connexion. The good effects of your Society, conſidered at leaſt as 
ſome addition to the judicious and humane precautions taken by the Lords 

of the Admiralty, have wonderfully preſerved the fleet from ſickneſs;

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and we may aſcribe the preſent health of the ſeamen: to ventilators, and 
to better clothing, as well as better food, than in times paſt, - 


W1Tm what horror did we receive the news of a ſuppoſed plague at 
Liſbon ! It was but yeſterday our countenances were changed with an- 
xiety. And what is this dreadful diſeaſe, with which it ſometimes pleaſes 
heaven to chaſtiſe theſe quarters of the world? What is it but putrid 
air, often created by the want of cleanlineſs in police or domeſtic œco- 
nomy ? If we look back to the havoc made by the goal-diſtemper; 
how virulent the infection; how mortal the effects! What was the 
cauſe but filthy garments, which were unpurified from the noxious va- 
pours of a cloſe confinement ? 


TH1s ſeems to be one of the greateſt evils to which ſhips are ſub- 
jet. I am perſuaded that in the ſingle article of clothing perty thieves 
and others, ſent on-board the tenders by the civil magiſtrates, your So- 
ciety has ſaved the lives of at leaſt as many men as would man a ſtout 
ſhip. _ Let thoſe who can feel for the miſeries of their fellow-creatures, 
and know how to rejoice with the heart that is glad ; let ſuch perſons 
contemplate the cafe of him who is ſent from confinement on-ſhore to 
confinement on-board. Conſider him deprived of every comfort, with- 
out one pleaſing hope: his follies or his vices ſtinging his mind, whilſt 
filth and rags load him with complicated miſery, But when he is made 
the object of your commiſeration, the dreadful ſcene is changed! he 
becomes reſpectable in the eyes of his officer, and cleanlineſs ſo naturally 
producing an agreeable ſenſation, joined to the pleaſure of being remem- 
bered by the mercy of his ſellow- ſubjects, gives a new face to his condi- 
tion ; and thoſe who did miſchief on-ſhore, will become good and uſe- 


ful ſubjects afloat. Is not this ſingle circumſtance ſufficient to awaken 
| | the

the attention of fuch of our fellow- ſubjects as are not yet rightly in 
formed of the merits of your cauſe ? Will not this alone ſtrike the organs 
of humanity, and ſoften their minds to a due commiſeration ? In a word, 
will it not compel them to ſubſcribe to the ſupport of your undertaking ? - 


As to the boys whom you have clothed, my pen cannot deſcribe the- 
abject condition 1 have ſeen many of them in, You not only cover their 
nakedneſs, but cure their bodies of diſcaſes, and if they follow your pre- 
ſcriptions, their ſouls alſo. What you have done for them muſt afford yu 
a pleaſure, the remembrance of which it would be iniquity to obliterate. 
And your gratitude to heaven for inſpiring you with ſuch ſentiments, 
ought to lead you on undaunted and untired in the purſuit. 


Mos v other charities require "Ou ; they cannot be brought to an im- 
mediate effect, nor are they ſo ſure in their operations. Let the Judges 
and the Lawyers ſay how this matter ſtands : let them, who can beſt 
tell, declare if thieves, bred up ſuch from children, are not of the moſt 
dangerous kind. Happy were it for this nation, if your Society could: 
be perpetuated, was it only to render our highways and our ſtreets ſe- 
cure; and by gentle or compulſive means remove the wretched crouds- 
who diſturb the peace of civil ſociety,. and by checking them in the very. 
dawnings of their iniquity, leave Tyburn a deſert. 


IT muſt be acknowledged indeed, that the completion of tlie ſucceſs: 
of your enterprize depends on the conduct of his Majeſty's: fea-officers. 
If they will be attentive to the duties of humanity, as well as of thoſe which 
_ peculiarly belong to their office. If they will conſider how: beſt to pro- 
mote the welfare of the ſervice, and look forward to the good of poſte- 


rity, the joint-labor of ſuch a Society as yours would contribute, not only to 
3 the.

the ſupport, but alſo to the aggrandizement of the nation. Indeed, it 

ſeems to follow from the nature of things, that both Officer and Society 

will improve the deſign, and encourage each other to be attentive to the 

duties which are included in it ; and the more, as the Lords of the Ad- 

miralty ſpeak of you with great honor, and without doubt will ſhow pu 
all the countenance the nature of the thing requires. 


'Tis one of the peculiar 5 ha of our government, that we 
are indulged in doing a voluntary ſervice, ſo long as we offend againſt 
no law. Arbitrary rule, by its own inherent powers, does all things, 
which thoſe wretched men who live under it are able to do. But in pro- 
portion as liberty is better than ſavery, it muſt inſpire nobler ſentiments ; 
and to flatter ourſelves that we are free, whilſt we want private virtue, 
or public love, is a capital ſoleciſm in politics, and the greateſt of all 
deluſions. Whilſt we retain a true ſenſe of the value of liberty, whe- 
ther expreſſed by our obedience to juſt and wholeſome laws, or a due 
regard to the temporary neceſſities of the ſtate ; or whether we ſeek ad- 
ditional reſources in private acts of mercy and beneficence, in generous 
and noble expreſſions of love for each other, we are ſtill acting the part 
of good citizens, and native ſons of liberty. But not to do that which 
we can perform, and clearly comprehend to be right in itſelf, becauſe 
we are not compelled to do it, argues a depravity of mind unworthy 
the name of liberty, It can never prove that we have a true ſenſe of 
our own condition; nor is it expreſſive of our gratitude to heaven for the 


numerous bleſſings we enjoy. 


IT muſt be own'd indeed, that your patriot ſpirits flame forth with 
ardent wiſhes, as if you meant to do an important ſervice to the ſtate ; 


and if you are powerfully ſupported, this will be the caſe; but it had 
| 4 | far 
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far better be ſaid, that you do a ſervice of ſome conſideration, than that 
| you boaſt of doing one. | 


ANOTHER peculiar recommendation of your undertaking is, that you 
act in ſubſerviency to thoſe who direct the motions of the whole machine 
of government. Your ſcheme is affiſtant in the execution of the civil 
and military laws, and in a great degree incorporated with them. Nor 
can your being thus indulged diminiſh the honor of the legiſlature, but 
rather augment it, ſince the fame zeal, were it called forth, might do 
much greater things. It has been often obſerved, that the power of a 
free ſtate conſiſts in the Hpirit of the people, as well as in their numbers 
and ſkill. And it certainly is the intereſt of the ſtate, as well as of pri- 


vate perſons, to cheriſh and improve that ſpirit. This may ſave us when 
all other reſources fail. 


4 We are not ſure of victory, but we ought to reſolve to part with life, 
rather than give up our laws and liberty. He who bluſhes not to ſay, 7 
am indifferent whether T out-live,the liberty of my country or not, muſt want 
honeſty or ſenſe ; and one would imagine, that every man of eaſy for- 
tune, or whoſe heart glows with zeal for his country's good, will, for 
the ſame reaſon, at ſuch a time as this, chearfully contribute his mite to- 
wards the ſupport of an inſtitution, calculated for ſuch purpoſes as yours. 
But when he con/iders that a greater ſum than what he gives voluntarily, 
may poſſibly be otherwiſe required at his hands for the ſame end, tho 
under different circumſtances, will not ſelf-intereſt induce him to con- 
tribute towards the ſupport of your undertaking ? If then your deſign 
will ſtand the teſt of examination, ſurely it will not fall for want 
of money. |

Bor there is yet a far more ſerious and important obligation. — It 
is the great buſineſs of every individual, to attend cloſely to what con- 
cerns the part he is to act, whenever a voluntary occaſion offers of doing 
good. Great occaſions do not offer every day, and the greater and more ex- 
tenſive the good is, the ſtronger the obligation becomes: we ſhould there- 
fore allow ourſelves a proper time to examine into the merits of ſuch a 
cauſe as yours. It is a leſſon obvious to common ſenſe, that it is our 


duty to cultivate thoſe principles on which our everlaſting felicity de- 


pends; and nothing but the diſbelief of a future ſtate of rewards and 
puniſhments, can efface the impreſſion which the great author of our 
being has ſtampt on the human mind, with regard to the good we are 
ſent into the world to do to others. We are endow'd with one common 
nature, our reverence to which is the higheſt proof of obedience to the 
Supreme Author of it. But if to the ordinary motives to piety, ſuch as 
we find them in minds formed only for little actions, we add the active 
love of our country; as our virtue receives a vaſt increaſe, we ought 


to believe that our reward will be proportionably augmented, 


Wirn regard to the concerns of this world, to which we are gene- 
rally moſt attentive; let us conſider the important intereſt we have in 
the event of the preſent ſtruggle. Every motive of virtuous ſelf. love 
ſeems to call on us to give a private as well as public aſſiſtance, as 
great as the nature of the thing will admit, And if experience has taught 
us, that your plan is conſiſtent in all its parts, and fo little ſubject to 
any weighty exception, that we find almoſt every rank of men commend 
it in the higheſt terms of praiſe, can you doubt its being ſupported ? As 
to the objection, that we want men and boys for the loom and the 
plow, I hope this is not true : but if it is, are we not obliged. to ſup- 
port the war till our rulers bid us ſheath the ſword? Are not ſeamen 

our

our bulwarks? Are not the moſt valuable ones made from boys ? Is 
it not better to take him who is deſirous to go to ſea, whoſe parent and 


maſter conſent, than him who, in violation of the laws of God and man, 


is regardleſs of both? And muſt we not all contribute our quotas of mer, 


as well as money? 


Harp were it if reaſon and argument could eradicate our prej udi- 
ces, and open our eyes to a juſt and true opinion of our condition, as men, 
as chriſtians, as ſubjects of ſo free a ſtate, and inhabitants of ſo delicious a 
country. It is beyond all diſpute, that ſuch aſſociations as yours have a 
peculiar tendency to ſuppreſs the madneſs of party rage, and to baniſh 
thoſe feuds and animoſities, thoſe perſonal hatreds and diſlikes, which in 
all ages have laid the foundation of the ſubverſion of monarchies, and 
the total diſſolution of ſtates. In what degree this poor nation has been 
afflicted, is not my preſent buſineſs to enquire ; but I am ſure that a 
ſociety, founded on ſuch principles as yours, is a kind of ſchool, in which 
the mind is prepared to receive the higheſt impreſſions of national love, 
and to cultivate the trueſt ſenſe of the great duty of national union, on 
which the very being of a free people muſt ultimately depend. It is 
evident from experience and common ſenſe, that in proportion as we in- 
tereſt ourſelves in each other's happineſs, our ſpirit of defence will riſe; 
in that degree will a martial ſpirit predominate; and whether ourſelves 
or our children, the poor or the rich, be the objects, the duties of na- 
tional valor, union, and affection, will conſtantly keep pace, and ſhew 
itſelf in every action that is truly worthy of a pious, a brave, a free and 


intelligent nation. 


HzAvEx has ſet bounds to all things, and riches will not ſecure us, 
when we forget the hand that gave them. We ſce the advantages of 
Cc gain, 
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gain, but we trace out the evil effects of it alſo. Commerce ſmiles with 
plenty, but the blandiſhments of it have very much hurt our morals. 
Let us think betimes : It would be a ſubject of amazement to all ſucceed- 
ing generations, if ſuch a nation as this, ſo enlightened, poſſeſſing ſo many 
advantages, and enjoying ſo many bleflings, ſhould be undone for want 
of tirtue, There certainly is a God who rewards and puniſhes nations 
as well as private men! Let us learn to avert the evils which are inſe- 
parable from folly and immorality ; for ſome of theſe evils appear to be 
more peculiarly epidemical among us: I mean, an inordinate deſire of 
money, blended with ſtrong habits of expence and diffipation ; and it is 
hard to ſay which of theſe is moſt deſtructive of public love. Nor let us 


fondly conceive, that the pampering of liberty will ſecure the health and. 


vigor of freedom: as well may we expect that extravagance in expence 
will make plenty abound. It is true every domeſtic joy is ours; but it is 
alſo true that our ſituation is become very perilous. To relax in our en- 
devors to obtain a happy and laſting peace, would be to effend Heaven ;, 
and to run wild in purſuit of tranſitory amuſements, at ſuch a time as 
this, would ſeem to argue that our wits are impair'd, and our national. 
underſtanding decay'd. 


Our enemies have fuffered more than us. Their ability to carry on 


war in point of finances, is much lower than ours. But as in a duel, 


both the combatants ſometimes fall, war often proves extremely cala- 
mitous to both parties. The diſpenſations of providence have been 


lately attended with circumſtances more awful than has been known 


in our time: nor can any mortal man ſay what a day will bring forth. 
The events we have ſeen call for all our attention, they invoke us to uſe 
all the natural means of defence. Every. circumſtance in politics and 
war, conſpires to point out to us the folly of forgetting, as many of 


us

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us ſeem to do, our dependance on him who governs the world. Who 
can ſave the diſtreſſed mariner, when all human arts are vain, but him 
who guides the tremendous operations of nature? And who but % 
can alter the courſes of the winds, and till the raging of the waves, in 
that dreadful moment when the grave opens wide its jaws? 


To increaſe in magnanimity as we ſuffer in fortune, is the characteri- 
ſtic of great minds. He only is a man who is dauntleſs under all circum- 
ſtances, and makes even the croſs events of life adminiſter to his patience, 
his perſeverance : and increaſe of virtue, How much more ought this prin- 
ciple to prevail where misfortunes affect a whole people, whoſe united force 
will render them light and eaſy? There are yet many rays of light break 
in upon zs; we have yet reaſon to hope all will be well again, We have 
great remains of that ſpirit which rendered ſome of our anceſtors re- 
nown'd. But if the means of renewing the fading glories of this land 
conſiſt in obedience to the laws of our country ; in teaching the common 
people the fear of God, and enforcing their ſubmiſſion to the legiſlative 
authority: If military virtue, and fervent piety ; if a determined reſolu- 
tion to obſerve a ſtrict cxconomy, and a parſimonious habit of life, to 
enable us to ſupport the ſtate : if theſe are duties incumbent on us, in a 
manner ſo very ſtriking at this time, let all unworthy fears, vanities, and 
exceſſes be driven from amongſt us with indignation, and let every one 
ſtrive to ſhe w a bright example. Let us combine together, not to diſtreſ 
the poor, as the tendency of ſome combinations 16, but to protect and pre- 
ſerve ourſelves and them: let us conſult in what manner we can give 
the moſt convincing proof that we are not abandoned to levity, or like 
children are regardleſs of events; and that we are not'fo fooliſh to believe 


the laws of God and nature will be reverſed for our ſakes,

To fee and approve the beſt, and yet to follow the worſt, is the com- 
plaint and the crime of all ages: but there is a degree of folly and ini- 
quity which leads to perdition, To indulge ourſelves in idle habits, to 
the negle& of manly and pious labors, is a great departure from our 
character as men, as well as ſubjects. If we give ourſelves up to trifling 


pleaſures, even to a nauſeous ſatiety, and fondly imagine ourſelves to be in 
ſecurity, without the trouble of thinking what ought to be done to be 

really ſo, it ſeems no longer to require ſpeculative arguments to prove, | 
that even we, of this generation, ſhall live to curſe our folly in tears of 
repentance. But there is yet hope, if the ſevereſt trial comes, we ſhall 
not be omiſſive in any eſſential duty. Let us prepare for all events, and 
think of life and death indifferently, but as our country may require 


them of us. 


Wir regard to the ſucceſs of your Society, as depending on pri- 
vate ſubſcriptions, it muſt be remembered, that though this is the reign 
of expenſive pleaſure, it is the reign of tender mercy too. Millions prove 
the firſt, your conduct evinces the latter. Nothing was more wanted 
than ſuch a ſociety as yours, to take in war as well as peace. In time 
of war to apply ourſelves only to ſuch charities as are common to peace 
and war, would be a capital omiſſion, and injurious even to thoſe very 
charities which depend on the wealth and affluence your beneficence is 
calculated to guard. We have done a great deal both in private as well 
as public charities, but there is a great deal more to do. Can any one 
with a common regard to his own judgment and obſervation, conſider 
your undertaking, for inſtance, as an object in which only a few are 
intereſted, and with which only a few may amuſe themſelves? it is an affair 
of real importance, .and of moſt extenſive influence.

Happy it will be for us if good ſenſe and 
experience, join'd to our preſent trials, produce the ſame effect: and let the 
ſplendid table ſink before us, and ſackcloth and aſhes riſe ; or let the gild- 
ed carr be daſh'd into atoms, rather than ſuffer the love of ſuch tr i les 
to flee] our hearts to any ſenſe of human miſery, or divert our thoughts 
from the concerns of our country, now calling to us like a tender parent 


to be watchful leſt we periſh. 


Wr have this conſolation, that amidſt the greateſt affluence a patriot 
ſpirit will turn the current of our affections into pure and gentle ſtreams, 
It will warm and animate every faculty of the ſoul, and inſpire us with 
a noble diſdain of unmanly joys. This is pleaſure : your undertaking 
is more truly pleaſurable, and fraught with more ſolid delight, than all 
the noiſe, or all the rich and gaudy trappings of the moſt brilliant aſſem- 
bly. Theſe gay delights, before we can graſp them, fleet away like 
: ſhadows, as thoſe can tell who moſt eagerly purſue them. But, charity 
endures for ever ; and what is ſo great, in this tranſitory world, we may 
not effect by it? Let us now ſhew our zeal ! Let us be true to ourſelves ! 
Let us give full ſcope to our deſires for the public good; and if we do 
fall, our very ruin will be glorious

Ir we extend our views to the happineſs of poſterity, we may ſee 
the growing ſeaman, and the hardy mariner, whoſe victories may be often 
ſung. They are ever ready to ſhed their blood for us: let them never 
want that which is neceſſary : you, indeed, have not forgotten them in a 
ſingle inſtance. You have even provided to cheer the jovial ſailor, and keep 
him in good humor. The teaching the limited number of one hundred 


and fifty boys to play on the fe, will render them of more uſe than 
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it is eaſy to conceive : many of them will take to other inſtruments, and 
the ſharp boy, whoſe countenance ſpeaks his abilities to learn, will from 
the moſt abject ſtate make his fortune. Muſicians are as neceſſary in war 
as peace, and on-board a ſhip, as in an aſſembly-room: and they were much 
wanted in the navy. You. profeſs to do that which is not done by any 
national proviſion ; and if recreation is neceſſary to life, and keeps a ſea- 
man from the deſire of roving, to with-hold any gratification of this 
kind; which can be conveniently ſupplied,” would be as little politic as 
humane. Even this part of your ſcheme, which may poſſibly be leſs un- 
derſtood than ſome others, is certainly of great utility, and as demonſtra- 
tive of your attention to the public good, as a proof of your humanity. 


AFTER ſeveral efforts to extend your ſcheme, and ſeveral expedients 
uſed to eſtabliſh other ſocieties on the ſame principles as your own, in 
other parts of the kingdom, when the buſineſs ſeemed to be done, ſome 
unlucky incident has hitherto rendered it impracticable. Your Society 
then ſtands Angle; and therefore the wealthy, the charitable and the 
public-ſpirited, wherever they dwell in this iſland, eſpouſing your cauſe, 
have no where to ſend their donations but to you.
